"WAR AS A HEALTH BREEDER. — 

{From the New York World) fs 
The figures of German losses in the war, which 
were given to the house of commons yesterday, 
are derived from official Germap sources.. They 
place the killed at 588,986, the wounded and miss- 
ing at 1,566,649, and the prisoners at 356,158, 
Is the population of Germany increasing at all 
while the war rages? In hie article on German 
life insurance ag affected by the wer, Mr. Roeder, 
the World's correspondent, says on the authority 


‘ fet the insuraneée companies: “pathy 
The total mortality during the first year of the war 
has exeeeded only slightly the mortality ip times of 


peace, The explanation is that the mortality from other 
causes than war has been remarkably lower. 


This might seem to make it appear that the 


war is only slightly affecting population increase. 


But such, of course; is not the case. The above 
statement relates only to life insurance risks, and 
life insurance in Germany, on account of the state 
industrial pension system, is largely restricted to 
the employing business afd capitalist classes,
